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NEW SCHOOL 


• Council reveals plans for ‘free school’ to ease critical shortage of pupil places 


A FREE school could be 
built close to Southend Air¬ 
port in a bid to cope with a 
crisis over pupil places in 
the town. 

Southend Council has 
revealed proposals to rush 
through plans for the new 
science, technology, engi¬ 
neering and manufacturing 
school on land adjacent to 
St Laurence Park, off East- 
woodbury Lane. 

Free schools are contro¬ 
versial because trustees are 


able to employ teaching 
staff on lower salaries with¬ 
out formal qualifications. 

They are unpopular with 
the Labour party, which has 
vowed to scrap them if it 
comes to power. 

This is despite the fact 
that free schools have con¬ 
sistently earned ‘good’ 
Ofsted reports. 

The new Southend free 
school would create 180 
pupil places by September 
2019. 


Cllr James Courtenay, 
executive councillor for 
children and learning, 
said: “While we are work¬ 
ing hard to meet expansion 
requirements for Septem¬ 
ber 2018, we need to open 
a new free school in the 
borough by September 
2019 to provide enough 
secondary school places 
for local children and meet 
our statutory obligations. 

“The time frames are 
challenging and we are 


reliant on Government 
funding being forthcoming, 
but we are confident that all 
parties can make this hap¬ 
pen for the good of our bor¬ 
ough. 

“The STEM school will 
expand parental choice and 
open up innovative and 
important links with the 
nearby airport and Airport 
Business Park, currently 
under construction.” 

Council officers investi¬ 
gated a number of possible 


council and privately 
owned sites across the bor¬ 
ough before deciding on St 
Laurence Park 
Cllr Courtenay added: 
“In a densely populated 
urban environment such as 
Southend, there is not one 
site that meets all of our 
requirements exactly, but 
we believe this is the best 
and most realistic site to 
achieve our goals.

New Sadlers Farm blow 
could spell road ‘gridlock’ 


DRIVERS face 12 
months of congestion 
after engineers discov¬ 
ered structural and 
drainage problems at 
Sadlers Farm. 

Essex County Council 
warned of increased 
congestion after inspec¬ 
tions revealed issues with 
work carried out by Bal¬ 
four Beatty’s in the run 
up to the London 2012 
Olympics. 

A spokesman for Essex 
County Council said: 
“Works will include the 
removal and replacement 
of the existing facade to 
enable vital drainage 
works to take place to 
structures on the A13 
Link Road and the 


replacement of bearings 
on two of the bridges. 

“This is to improve 
bridge movement and 
ensure we maximise their 
life.” 

Balfour Beatty would 
not comment on how 
much the repairs would 
cost, but confirmed that 
taxpayers would not be 
footing the bill. 

The works will start in 
October. 

Local councillors 
expressed concern about 
inevitable delays. 

Canvey councillor Ray 
Howard said: “ I’m very 
concerned our roads will 
be gridlocked. I’ll be 
making inquiries with 
Essex County Council 


for reassurance that this 
won’t happen.” 

Balfour Beatty said it 
would carry out works 
during the evenings and 
weekends to minimise 
disruption. 


Frank Lee-Sang, Bal¬ 
four Beatty Project 
Director, said lane clo¬ 
sures were inevitable, but 
added: “We’re doing 
everything possible to 
plan and manage these 
works in order to keep 


traffic moving and min¬ 
imise inconvenience for 
road-users and the local 
community. 

“With Essex County 
Council, we will keep 
local residents, business¬ 


es and road users 
informed of progress and 
the essential information 
needed to make their 
journeys as smooth as 
possible throughout the 
length of the works.” 

Cllr Kevin Bentley, 


Deputy Leader of Essex 
County Council, vowed 
that all remedial works 
were being completed at 
no additional cost to the 
taxpayer following com¬ 
pletion of the Sadlers 
Farm scheme in 2012. 

He added: “All work 
has been carefully 
planned to cause as little 
disruption to the driving 
public as possible. 

“Once complete, it will 
ensure Sadlers Farm con¬ 
tinues to deliver benefits 
to residents and com¬ 
muters over the next cen¬ 
tury.” 

This latest disruption is 
the latest problem to 
blight the original £63m 
works programme. 


Although designed to 
be completed in time for 
the London 2012 
Olympics, the project 
over-ran its deadline, 
prompting contractors to 
issue a public apology . 

The original works 
were carried out by 
Birse, the civil engineer¬ 
ing arm Balfour bought 
more than 10 years ago. 
The firm continued to 
operate as an indepen¬ 
dent operating company 
under the Balfour Beatty 
logo.

Jail for dealer caught with drugs 



A DRUG dealer found with Class A 
drugs and more than £1,000 cash 
has been jailed for more than five 
years. 

Basildon Crown Court heard 
last Tuesday that members of 
the public in Southend High 
Street called police on March 
6 after they became suspi¬ 
cious that 43-year-old Taz 
Uddin was dealing drugs. 

Uddin, of Commercial Road, 
east London, admitted possess¬ 
ing cannabis, two counts of money 
laundering, and four counts of pos¬ 
session with intent to supply a Class 


A drug. The officers approached Uddin 
who took various items from his 
pockets and tried to swallow them. 
They challenged him and after 
searching him found seven 
wraps of Class A drugs - four of 
crack cocaine and three of hero-

He also had £1,060 cash in his 
sock and £340 hidden inside his 
hooded top. 

Uddin was arrested and taken 
D Southend police station where 
was found to be concealing a fur- 
her 10 wraps of crack cocaine between 
his buttocks.

“The algae can produce toxins 
which can harm, or even kill 
animals and cause skin-rashes, 
eye irritation, vomiting, diar¬ 
rhoea, fever and muscle and 
joint pain in people.” 

The council has put up warn¬ 
ing signs at the park and will 
post updates on its social 
media sites.

Assistant Chief Constable 


Pippa Mills said she was “real¬ 
ly proud” of the officers, com¬ 
menting: “They didn’t hesitate 
to volunteer, despite the impact 
being away will have on their 
families. At least two of the 
officers will be missing their 
children’s birthdays, as well as 
other family events. 

“I think this attitude and ded¬ 
ication to putting other people 
first, especially those in real 
need, exemplifies what is great 
about our officers.” 

The team will be led by Supt 
Andy Mariner and will be in 
the Caribbean for two weeks. 

Their exact destination has 
not been released. 

Supt Mariner said: “All of us 


have seen the footage on the 
news of the hurricane and the 
utter devastation it’s left 
behind, and wanted to help. 

“When the opportunity came 
to help out, it was something 
we felt we had to do. 

“We’re lucky enough to be in 
a position where we can go and 
hopefully make a bit of a dif¬ 
ference. Policing is about help¬ 
ing people, often when they’re 
most in need and at their most 
vulnerable, and this situation is 
no different. 

“I think we’re all nervously 
anticipating what it’s going to 
look like when we get there, 
but optimistic about what we 
can do to help.”

Cyclists need 
to be aware 
of pedestrians 

I HAVE lived in Hadleigh man 
and boy, and used to cycle 
around the town - mainly 
short casual journeys to the 
shops etc. 

I gave up cycling because the 
traffic was getting heavier and 
I felt intimidated and in danger 
on the road. I became a pedes¬ 
trian for these short journeys. 

Hadleigh is the home of the 
Olympic mountain bike track 
and since it opened to the pub¬ 
lic we are getting lots of 
mountain bike riders in 
groups visiting the area. 

These off-road bikes seem to 
be unable to go on the road 
and stick mainly to the pave¬ 
ments especially on the 
main roads and around 
Victoria House roundabout. 

As a pedestrian I am expect¬ 
ed to keep out of their way and 
have felt intimated by cyclists 
on narrow pavements three 
times in recent weeks, prompt¬ 
ing me to write this letter. 

This brings up the subject of 
cycling on the pavement. 

We all know this is against 
the law but a law that isn’t 
enforced, isn’t a law and the 
police have more important 
things to worry about. 

There are many towns where 
provisions are made for 
cyclists and there are shared 
spaces where pedestrians have 
priority.

Frank is one of the very few musicians 
still alive to have played on the London 
jazz scene in the 1940s. His vocals and 
conga rhythms are as fresh today as 
when he played with the bands of Leslie 
“Jiver” Hutchinson, John Dankworth and 
Ronnie Scott, and you can see him and 
his band at the theatre on October 13. 

The Ella Fitzgerald Songbook Show, 
on October 15, will be brought to the 
theatre by vocalists.

They will provide a centenary celebra¬ 
tion of Fitzgerald in a performance that 
will feature songs from the great 
American Songbook albums she record¬ 
ed in the ’50s and ’60s, and includes 
music by Cole Porter, George Gershwin, 
Irving Berlin, Johnny Mercer and many 
more.

mother! (18,121 mins) 

T he lower-case lettering and 
exclamation point of Darren 
Aronofsky’s twisted psycho¬ 
logical thriller reflect the writer- 
director’s nightmarish vision: 
intriguing, pretentious, confusing 
and ultimately pointless. 

Fresh from rave reviews and 
deafening boos at the Venice Film 
Festival, mother! leaves more 
questions than it answers. 

The escalating mayhem could be 
many things: a densely layered 
biblical allegory replete with 
plagues, a Messiah and cannibalis¬ 
tic communion; a coruscating 
study of the egotistical male psy¬ 
che; a hallucinogenic portrait of the 
■impact of the creative process; a 
home invasion thriller; a homage to 
author Ira Levin’s Rosemary’s Baby 
and A Kiss Before Dying. 

mother! could be many things: 
coherent is not one of them. 

If there is method in the mad¬ 
ness, it is frustratingly elusive, con¬ 
cealed behind layer upon layer of 
directorial brio, atmospheric sound 
and an emotionally wrought lead 
performance from Jennifer 
Lawrence. 

She shines even when the picture 
plunges into the gloom. 

A script punctuated by unsettling 
flashbacks strips characters of 
their Christian names, stoking the 
air of mystery. 

A young woman (Lawrence) set¬ 



tles into the country home she 
shares with her husband (Javier 
Bardem), an acclaimed poet struck 
down with writer’s block. 

Their house has been lovingly 
rebuilt after a devastating fire and 
the young wife has taken on the 
responsibility of interior designing 
the property by hand. 

The lovebirds are situated far 
from their closest neighbours and 
seem content to languish in the rut 
of day-to-day existence. 

One night, a stranger (Ed Harris) - 
an orthopaedic surgeon - arrives, 
mistakenly believing the couple’s 
home to be a guesthouse. 

The husband offers the man 
lodgings. “He’s a doctor,” smiles 
the husband. “He’s a stranger,” 
replies his concerned young 
spouse. 

The next day, the visitor’s 
waspish wife (Michelle Pfeiffer) 
materialises and violence per¬ 
colates beneath the surface, 
exacerbated by the arrival of 
the surgeon’s feuding sons 
(Domhnall and Brian Gleeson). 

The young woman grows 
increasingly unnerved by the pres¬ 
ence of outsiders in her carefully 
ordered world and she slowly relin¬ 
quishes her grasp on reality. 

mother! is an artfully constructed, 
elliptical conundrum that invites us 
to become gob-smacked voyeurs 
as the filmmaker pleasures himself 
for two hours. 

Our satisfaction is considerably

harder to come by. The fragmented 
narrative slips and slides between 
moods and cultural references, 
without any obvious design, held i 
together by Lawrence, who is on I 
screen for almost the entire 
duration. 

It’s a beautiful yet bamboozling ( 
nightmare.

HIGH-FLYING Charlton punished 
sloppy Southend defending, last 
Saturday, sinking them with two 
second-half strikes inside a mad 
three-minute spell. 

A Josh Magennis opener was 
quickly followed by Ricky 
Holmes’s winner. John White’s late 
goal proved academic. 

The visitors, however, made a 
bright start, with Nile Ranger, 
making his first start of the season, 
proving a handful for a shaky 
Addicks defence. 

But Southend’s punchless for¬ 
ward line failed to capitalise during 
their best spell, midway through 
the opening period. 

On 22 minutes Michael Kightly - 
who was later limping with a sus¬ 
pected hamstring injury - skipped 
through the home defence, forcing 
keeper Ben Amos to save with his 
left boot. However, Ranger, follow¬ 
ing up, missed the target from eight 
yards. 

Apart from Simon Cox seeing his 
34th minute effort blocked, the 
Addicks went on dominate, with 
Mark Oxley working overtime 
between the sticks, as it seemed 
just a matter of time that they 
would score. 

Oxley did well to foil a Magennis 
header shortly before the break, 
with Jon Solly’s long-range effort 
only just flying wide. 


Having ended the opening 45 
minutes on the back foot, the 
Shrimpers appeared to be content 
to soak up sustained Charlton pres¬ 
sure after the turnaround. 

With Magennis and Tariq Fosu 
spuming presentable opportunities, 
the Southend goal seemed to be 
enjoying a charmed life. 

But, there was no such luck on 65 
minutes when the Blues lost their 
shape, down the left, with Solly 
allowed to make a deep run. 

His pin-point cross found 
Magennis who nodded powerfully 
past a helpless Oxley. 

Visibly reeling from the Addicks’ 
opener, only three minutes later, 
rookie Elvis Bwomono was left 
exposed down the right flank. The 
tricky Holmes took fall advantage, 
cutting in on his favoured right foot 
and curled a delightful 20-yard 
effort past a flat-footed Oxley. 

Fancying a rout, Charlton kept 
their foot on the peddle, with the 
Blues continually pegged back. 

But with 15 minutes left to try 
and salvage something from a 
seemingly lost cause, boss Phil 
Brown made a double substitution. 

Fresh from international duty, the 
always industrious Jason 
Demetriou entered the fray, along 
with Theo Robinson. 

The switch paid instant divi¬ 
dends, with Demetriou posing 
problems in the visitors’ penalty 
area, as the Blues got a much-need¬ 
ed foothold. White gambled with a 
near-post run and made good con¬ 
tact with earlier sub Stephen 
McLaughlin’s flag-kick, to glide 


home past Amos, giving the 1,500 
travelling support hope. 

With their tails clearly up, the 
Shrimpers swarmed the home goal 
and Ryan Leonard should have lev¬ 
elled with eight minutes left, but 
disappointingly shot wide, when a 
bit of composure might have seen 
Southend grab a much-needed 
point. 

Robinson then saw his late effort 
blocked and despite five minutes’ 
stoppage time, the Blues returned 
home empty-handed, leaving a 
frustrated Brown admitting; “Fine 
lines and margins are going against 
us at the moment. We need to turn 
things around quickly.” 

Pulling no punches. Brown blast¬ 
ed: “We’ve got four strikers, who 
aren’t firing at the moment, three 
wingers who aren’t producing and 
at the back we’re not keeping clean 
sheets. I knew Charlton had 
chances before their goals, but 
they’ve exposed us and we’ve lost 
our shape. Neither is it good 
enough getting to sixty-five min¬ 
utes without conceding. 

“We needed to batten down the 
hatches at one-nil down. I know 
Charlton are playing with confi¬ 
dence at the moment, but it’s about 
mentality, as they’ve got their sec¬ 
ond goal with their man cutting in 
on his right foot. 

“The positive from today is John 
White getting his second goal in as 
many games, but we’re not quite 
there yet. Last season it took us 
until mid-October - 12 games - to 
get going. It’s not good enough and 
we’ve got to get the likes of 



Anthony Wordsworth, Rob 
Kieman and Micheal Turner off the 
treatment table.” 

Goalscorer White added: “We’re 
extremely disappointed, as we 
started strongly and were well in 
the game. Obviously, up until half¬ 
time, we had chances to go ahead. 
Maybe, if we had taken one of 
these, Charlton would have had to 
come at us and maybe with us 
soaking up some pressure.” 

He admitted: “We need that 
clean-sheet mentality, week in, 
week out. If we don’t score, then 
we must know we aren’t going to 
concede. But, we haven’t got that at 
the moment.” 

White concluded; “I don’t think it 
[not winning since the first day of 
the season] is a cloud hanging over 
our heads. We just take each game as 
it comes. We know things will pick 
up. But, we need to pick up results 
fast. It mustn’t get worse and worse, 
as things will start to snowball.”
